BATTLE LOOMS OVER 
PART 15 ACCESS TO 425- 
435 MHZ 


The FCC has proposed changes to its Part 
15 rules governing unlicensed devices that 
would allow operation of advanced RF iden- 
tification devices between 425 and 435 
MHz. By going along with a request made 
earlier this year by SAVI Technology Inc 
and fiercely opposed by ARRL, the FCC has 
set the stage for another battle between 
amateur and commercial interests. “The 
FCC hasn’t thought this through,” said 
ARRL Executive Vice President David 
Sumner, K1ZZ. He contends that the Part 
15 RFID proposal—included this week as 
part of a larger Notice of Proposed Rule 
Making and Order—is “contrary to the 
whole philosophy of the Part 15 rules.” 
Sumner said the RFID devices SAVI pro- 
poses more properly belong on frequencies 
that are also authorized for use by devices 
regulated by FCC’s Part 18 Industrial, Sci- 
entific and Medical (ISM) rules. The FCC 
said this week’s NPRM&O would modify 
the rules for RFID systems “to harmonize 
our rules with those in other parts of the 
world and to allow for mmproved operation.” 


Sumner said that 433.9 MHz is allocated 
for ISM devices in 10 European countries 
but not in the rest of the world, including 
ITU Region 2 (North and South America). 
Last March, the ARRL urged the FCC to 
deny or dismiss SAVI Technology’s peti- 
tion. The League argued that the field 
strengths and duty cycles SAVI proposed 
for its RFID tags were unreasonable “and 
would undoubtedly seriously disrupt ama- 
teur communications in one of the most 
popular of the Amateur Service allocations.” 
SAVI, which markets radiolocation and 
wireless inventory control products, told the 
FCC it needed the rules changes to satisfy 
customer demand for increased RFID sys- 
tem capabilities. The FCC this week said it 
agreed with SAVI that changes to its Part 
15 rules to allow more advanced RFID sys- 
tems in the 433 MHz band “would serve 
the public interest.” It proposed to create a 
new section to Part 15 that would allow 
operation of RFIDs in the 425-435 MHz 
band and transmissions of up to two min- 
utes at maximum field strengths now only 
permitted for extremely short-duration, in- 
termittent control signals. In an apparent 
about face, the FCC said it believes the pro- 
posed levels would offer only minimal in- 
terference potential for licensed users. The 
FCC in the past has acknowledged serious 
interference potential and has prohibited 
data transmission, among other things, at 
the proposed field strengths for that very 
reason. As proposed, transmissions of 120 
seconds would be permitted with just a 10- 
second silent period between transmissions. 
Under Section 15.231(e) periodic radiators 
are permitted field strengths of less than 
5000 uV/m at 433 MHz measured at three 
meters, with duty cycles of less than one 
second and a silent period between trans- 


‘ missions that’s at least 30 times the dura- 


tion of the transmission. The League 
pointed out in its earlier comments that the 
Communications Act of 1934 lacks author- 
ity to allow unlicensed devices with sub- 
stantial interference potential. “Such de- 
vices must be licensed,” the ARRL con- 
cluded. Unlicensed Part 15 devices must not 
interfere with licensed services and must 
tolerate interference received from licensed

We now face the challenge of a major World Radiocommunication 
Conference in 2003. Expected to take place in Venezuela, WRC- 
03 is scheduled to begin June 9, 2003, and continue until July 4, 
2003. 

WRC-03 will deal with wide-ranging telecommunications is- 
sues, including IMT-2000 or so-called “third-generation” or “3G” 
cellular telephone devices, fixed services, mobile and fixed-satel- 
lite issues, HF broadcasting, satellite broadcasting, and regula- 
tory matters. 

Amateur Radio-related issues on the WRC-03 agenda include 
the revision of Article S25 of the international Radio Regulations— 
the basic rules for the Amateur and Amateur-Satellite services. 
This includes the issue of whether to retain the treaty requirement 
to demonstrate Morse code proficiency for access to amateur bands 
below 30 MHz. WRC-03 will consider realignment of amateur 
and broadcasting bands around 7 MHz on a worldwide basis. The 
long-standing problem was identified in a WARC-92 recommen- 
dation that called for realignment at a future conference. The In- 
ternational Amateur Radio Union is committed to supporting a 
“harmonized” worldwide 300-kHz allocation in the vicinity of 7

We’ve been successful before. In 1996 we faced a major threat 
to the two-meter band from the proponents of so-called “little LEOs” 
—J]ow Earth-orbit satellites delivering low-speed data services. With 
the strong support of ARRL members we met that challenge. To- 
day the little LEOs are less of a threat to the Amateur Service, 
thanks to efforts of Hams world-wide. 

Vital work in preparation for WRC-03 will take place in the 
coming year. The ARRL is creating the 2002 Fund for the Defense 
of Amateur Radio Frequencies (https://www.arrl.org/forms/fdefense/ 
). This will help give the ARRL, the resources they need to repre- 
sent you in Washington and at the WRC. Your support will give 
them the financial strength that is needed to deliver our message to 
those who are preparing for WRC-03 both here and abroad.

Sumner said that pro- 
posal “at first glance” might permit in- 
creased emissions in the bottom 10 kHz of 
the 20-meter amateur band. Sumner said 
the ARRL would take a closer look at this 
section of the overall proposal before assess- 
ing its interference potential. Sumner said 
the League plans to file a strong opposition 
to the FCC’s NPRM&O. The entire Notice 
of Proposed Rule Making and Order in ET 
Docket 01-278 (which incorporates RM- 
9375 and RM-10051) is available on the 
ARRL Web site.

HEREAS, the directors of the

A sent 5th., Mike, N3MT, and 
ick, W3RM, proposed that PMRC 

establish sponsorship of one or more an- 
nual scholarship grants to qualified ama- 
teur radio operators who are enrolled as stu- 
dents in accredited colleges or universities 
pursuing a higher education. Mike, our 
‘youth’ director, expressed how much the 
ham scholarship help he has received in 
each of the last three years has meant to 
him. “Not only has the money been a big 
help in meeting my expenses at Villanova 
University, but the scholarship awards keep 
on giving through the pride and encourage- 
ment I feel in receiving this honor from fel- 
low hams, in living memory of former hams 
who contributed so much to our hobby.” Just 
two days after the board unanimously 
adopted the scholarship program idea, we 
received the sad news of the death of Jack 
Haring, W3IIM. By telephone contact, the 
directors quickly determined—with the en- 
thusiastic approval and support of Jinny, 
W3IIN, Jack’s widow—that the first Phil- 
Mont scholarship should be established im- 
mediately in Jack’s memory, as the “Claude 
H. Haring, Jr., W3IIM, Memorial Scholar- 
ship.” W3RM, who had already been in 
contact with Hugh Turnbull, W3ABC, 
chairman of the scholarship committee of 
the Foundation for Amateur Radio, Inc., 
arranged for F.A.R. to add our new schol- 
arship to the approximately 70 other such 
grants which they administer each year for 
ham clubs and individual sponsors across 
the country. F.A.R., which represents 55 
member clubs, mainly located in the DC, 
MD, and VA area; has generously agreed 
to administer our scholarship(s) without 
charge. By formal resolution adopted by our 
board on October 10, we established a 
Scholarship Fund, and authorized the first 
annual award, in 2002, of the “Claude H. 
Haring, Jr., W3IIM, Memorial Scholar- 
ship,” which will pay $2,000. Inasmuch as 
Phil-Mont is recognized by the IRS as a 
501(c)(3) charitable organization, all con- 
tributions to the Haring Scholarship spe- 
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cifically, and to the PMRC Scholarship 
Fund, are deductible by the donor for fed- 
eral income tax purposes. Contributions 
made payable to PMRC, Inc., and desig- 
nated for the Scholarship Fund, may be sent 
directly to our treasurer, K2BN, whose ad- 
dress is in the Blurb. Salable ham equip- 
ment can also be contributed, and the sale 
value will be treated as a deductible conttri- 
bution. Every contribution will be acknowl- 
edged by an “IRS letter” for tax accounting 
purposes. Funds for the Haring Scholarship, 
to be first awarded in 2002, must be trans- 
ferred from Phil-Mont to F.A.R. at the end 
of December, 2001. Dick, W3RM, has vol- 
unteered to serve as our scholarship coor- 
dinator with the F.A.R. Contact him for 
answers to any questions, from members 
and friends of Phil-Mont, concerning the 
scholarship program. Students interested 
in applying for a ham radio scholarship can 
write to F.A.R. Scholarships, PO. Box 831, 
Riverdale, MD 20738. Complete informa- 
tion regarding the available scholarships, 
eligibility rules and application forms, will 
be mailed in return. The final date to re- 
quest forms is May 1, 2002; and completed 
applications must be filed by June 1, 2002.
